Run the Race Following God 



Our gospel lesson today sounds harsh to my ears. Jesus 
tells us that He came to bring division and NOT peace; 
family member will be set against family member. It is not 
always easy to follow Christ. Several years ago I saw a 
film titled, "God Doesn't Have Grandchildren." The point of 
the film was that each one of us has to have his or her very 
own relationship with God through Jesus. I cannot believe 
for anyone else, no matter how much I want to. Not even 
my children or grandchildren. 

But our lesson in Hebrews encourages us. As we run 
the race and follow Christ, we are surrounded by a great 
cloud of witnesses cheering us on. Who might these wit- 
nesses be? Our ancestors and examples of faith from 
God's Word, faithful family members, church-family mem- 
bers, and countless other faithful ones following Christ and 
serving His people throughout the world. 

I am writing this after a church service during which a 
young man was confirmed. I was part of the cloud of wit- 
nesses surrounding him. I believe that each one of us was 
praying for him and lifting him up before God to be 
strengthened in his faith. 

It may not be easy to run the race before us, but we 
encourage one another to persevere. 

Dear Lord, Thank you for this church where Your Word 
is taught and preached and where we are encouraged and 
loved as we run the race. Strengthen us as we continue to 
follow where you lead.
